Spokane, Aug. 2—In tne wreck of
suburban electric trains which occur-
red Saturday night latest reports make
the casualties twelve dead and
seventy-five injured. The injured in-
clude E. L. Dixon of Norfolk, Neb,
who suffered a compound fracture of
the left leg. Dixon is said to have
been one of many landseekers who
was on his way to register for a farm
in the Couer d' Alene reservation
which is being opened to settlement.
No other Nebraska people were hurt
in the wreck.

Passenger traffic on the line is par-
ticularly heavy on account of the
thousands passing between BSpokane
and Coeur d' Alene to register for
reservation lands.

The two trains collided head-on.
The one coming from Coeur d' Alene,
crowded to overflowing, was com-
pletely  wrecked, the cars being
ground to splinters. The moans and
cries of the injured filled the air and
the whole scene was one of indescrib-
able confusion. Oficials of the line
have as yet made no statement as to
responsibility for the wreck. It s
sald the eastbound train did not take
a slding as ordered.
